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They face fines up to $10,000 and five years in prison. Eight 
others, including five members of La Cosa Nostra from 
Pittsburgh, were acquitted when the jury found them not guilty. 

A long time pending prosecution against JOSEPH 
BONANNO, SR. for obstruction of justice was continued 
indefinitely by a U* S. District Judge in New York City 
after a medical examination by private and government 
physicians revealed BONANNO was not healthy enough to 
stand trial. This judge also reduced the bond on BONANNO 
to his own recognizance and eased the travel restrictions 
theretofore placed upon BONANNO.
